— lIraqi-led operations in Baghdad are
designed to reduce the level of
murders, kidnappings, assassinations
and terrorism in specific areas in
Baghdad, and to reinforce the Iraqi
government’s control.

Military operations were
implemented in three municipalities
of Baghdad — Doura, Kadamiyah and
Mansour. These operations will
gradually progress into other
neighborhoods around the capital in
the weeks ahead.

The Iraqi-led operation focuses on
the search of homes and businesses in
targeted neighborhoods — to remove
illegal weapons and deny a safe haven
for extremists.

= lraqi planned, Iraqi conducted, and
most of all, Iragi-led missions continue
throughout Irag.

In July 2004, there were no operational
Army division or brigade headquarters.

= As of Aug. 7, five division
headquarters and 25 brigade
headquarters are controlling their
own area of responsibility.

# In July 2004, there were no operational
National Police units under the Ministry of
the Interior.

= As of Aug. 7, all 28 authorized
National Police units are in the fight
with two battalions controlling their
area of responsibility.

# In August 2004, there were roughly 184,000
trained and equipped Iraqi Security Forces.

= As of Aug. 7, there are over 277,600
trained and equipped Iraqi Security
Forces.

® In August 2004, a handful of Iragi Army
battalions were in the fight.

= As of Aug. 7, there are 106 lIragi Army
combat battalions with 85 controlling
their own areas of responsibility.

= Iraqgis now maintain control over 48
operating bases (FOBSs).
